4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  for  re- 
pair of  highways  and  bridges. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for  the 
maintenance  of  Trunk  Line  Highways,  and  if  so,  how 
much. 

6.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  maintenance  of  State  Aid  in  the  town. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  apply  for  State  Aid 
for  construction  of  roads,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
hire  money  for  town  purposes  in  anticipation  of  taxes.

10.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  electric  lights  in  Center  Harbor 
village.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Center  Harbor  is  very  fortunate  as  has  been  shown 
in  previous  reports,  in  that  while  the  per  pupil  costs  are 
at  about  the  median  of  the  state,  the  costs  per  $1000 
of  equalized  valuation  is  very  low. 

The  schools  are  in  session  six  half  days  more  than  the 
median  of  the  state  but  its  per  cent  of  attendance  was 
slightly  lower.  There  has  been  almost  a  steady  improve- 
ment in  the  tardiness  record.  Parents  have  co-operat- 
ed so  generally  that  there  are  now  only  two  or  three 
famihes  with  a  chronic  lack  of  punctuality. 

The  school  buildings  and  grounds  are  in  excellent  con- 
dition. The  school  board  has  been  liberal  in  meeting  all 
reasonable  needs. 

The  principle  difficulty  at  present  is  in  securing  jani- 
tor service  that  is  really  excellent  and  in  the  general 
school  house  keeping. 

The  Town  House  school  was  opened  in  September 
1930,  and  is  well  meeting  the  neighborhood  needs. 

Together  with  Moultonboro  and  Meredith,  Center 
Harbor  now  has  a  special  instructor  in  music.  All  of 
the  schools  are  visited  each  week,  the  work  is  being  uni- 
fied and  thus  every  pupil  is  having  an  opportunity  to  re- 
ceive instruction  in  at  least  the  fundamentals  of  music. 

Health  Habits  are  given  much  attention  in  all  the 
grades  and  there  is  really  a  marked  improvement  in  the 
physical  condition  of  the  pupils  over  that  of  a  few  years 
ago. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  children  of  the  state  now 
have  the  attention  of  school  nurses. 
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If  some  way  could  be  found  to  have  a  follow-up  of  the 
Medical  Inspection  of  Dr.  Morrill  by  a  school  nurse 
there  would  doubtless  be  even  more  remedial  action 
taken. 

Center  Harbor  has  been  especially  fortunate  in  se- 
lecting school  board  members  who  are  whole  heartily 
interested  in  the  schools  and  who  can  co-operate  cheer- 
fully and  earnestly  for  their  improvement.
